The president has determined to reappoint 
Commodore Montgomery Ticard as chief of 
the bureauof ordnance. The appointment 
will not be mede, however, until next-au 
tumn, at the expiration of the four years from 
the time he was confirmed by the senate. He 
Whe appointed by the president to the poai- 
tion he now holds four years ago today. The 
appointment wasconfirmed in the following 
October. An ex-attorney genera! . has held 
that the term of an official coutirmed by the 
senate dates from the confirmation, and not 
from the preliminary presidential appoint- 
Men’. 

There are at present eleven presid-ntial 

etoflices where the commissions of postmas- 

re bave expired, and where no appointments 
have yet been made. These offices are Mil- 
ford, N. H.; Waterford, N. Y.; Manitowoc, 
Wis. ; Gilroy, Cal.; Augusta, Me.; Bellefonte, 
'Pa.; Mitchell, Ind; Evart, Mich.; South 
Haven, Mich.; Preston, Minn., and Corinth, 
Miss. 

The vacancies in the fourth class postoflices 
mumber not less than 2,500, and some esti- 
mates make the number much greater. Nearly 
ail the vacancies have been caused by reésigna- 
tions or removals becawag of misconduct on 
the part of postmasters, In many cases the 
posimasters have written to the department 
aeking why no attention had been paid to 
their requests to be relieved from the duties of 
their office, made in Marchlast. Theexplana- 
tion is to be found in the great number of 
cases that are constantly pressed upon the at- 
tention of the first assistant postmaster- 
general, where an immediate change is de- 
sirable in order to secure good service.

A CIVIL SERVICE SNARL.

WITHOUT MAIL FACILITIES. 

The contract for the delivery of the mail 
for points on the Ches@peake bay and Patux- 
ent river, was awarded toa mano named Ho- 
ratio E. Wise,of Virginia, and today he was 
to have taken the first mail from the Balti- 
more postoffice. The agent of the Weems 
steamers, which have carried the mail for 
years, refused to receive iton the boat, and 
the mail was returned to the postoffice. The 
matter was referred to the postoffice depart- 
ment, aud, until arrangements are made, the 
people of that section will have todo without 
mails. There is no other prompt means of 
conveying the mail, and the steamboat com- 
pany will not buy the contract nor carry the 
matter for Wise. 

THE DEBT STATEMENT. 

The debt statement issued to day shows a 
decrease of the public debt during the month 
of June; according to the old form, to be $3,- 
993,993.75 ;decrease of debt since June 30,1884, 
94,708.65° cash = in tne treas- 

$488,612,420.23; gold certifi- 
caies outstanding, $140,323,140; sil- 
ver certificates outstanding, $139,901,646; 
certificates deposit outstanding $29,785,000; 
refunding certificates outstanding $240,600; 
legal tender outstanding $340,651,016; trac- 
tioral currency outstanding (not includ- 
ing amount estimated as lost or destroyed) 
$6,964,175.88. This is the partial statement, 
according to the old form. Hereafter the 
new form of debt statement will be the only 
one issued by the treasury department. The 
decrease of the public debt during the month 
of June, according to the new method of stat- 
ing the accounts, is $9,156,861.63, The items 
are identical in both accounts.

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THE CASE OF MR. KBILEY. 


His Unexpected Kievation and His Sarpri- 


sing Disappointment, 

Wasurnefon, July 1.—Taken all inall, the 
case of Mr. Kelley, which now attracts so 
much attention is quite exceptional in its or- 
igin and in its vitissitudes. He had served as 
chairman of the democratic state central com- 
mittee in Virginia and was otherwise politi- 
cally active. Heis a man of good education 
and of some talents, with a very 
limited discretion, as has recent- 
ly been shown on several occasions. 

After the election of President Cleveland the 
Virginia delegation in congress recommended 
Mr. Keily for a foreign appointment, as they 
did many cther favorites. No particular offise 
was bemed, and the most that they expected 
was a respectable consulate. 

Members of the delegation waited on the 
presidentitourge Mr. Keiley’s ‘‘ciaims’’ to 
recognition. Onthat occasion the eloquent 
Rando)jph Tucker was spokesman. He pre- 
sented the case so forcibly that the president 
said, substantially: “ifthis gentleman is all 
that you represent him to be | will appoint 
him minister to Rome,” and he did go. 
—ri.bs unexpected turn of the application 
completely dumfounded Mr. Tucker and his 
usseciates. They sought a moderate consul- 
snd got one of the chvuicest missions, 
which are usually reserved tor distinguished 
leaders. The appointment was scarcely an- 
nounced before Mr. Kelley was assailed for 
opinions he had uttered twenty years ago. 
They were communicated to Rome~ by the 
Italian minister at Warhington, who from the 
gtart took an activé part against Mr. Keiley. 

The Italian government did not absolutely 
refuse to receive Mr. Keiley, as has been al- 
leged, but the secretary of state was informed 
that his sppointment was not acceptable, and 
he wes privately advised to retire trom the 
mission. He accepted this counsel uncom- 
piainingly, and was recently appointed to 
Austria, 

‘The relations between Italy and Austria are 
delicate, growing out of their former antago- 
nisms, and from other causes. The selection of 
@ minister virtually rejected by the former 
for tbe Jatter power was unfortunate, and 
probab)y would not have been made had all 
the antecedent circumstances been fully con- 
sidered. The desire was not to provide a place 
for Mr. Keiley, because he had been set aside, 
and Vienna wus chosen as of corresponding 
dignity and pay with Rome. This is the 
whole story in a nutshell. 

When Mr. Keiley was gazetted for Vienna, 
Beron Schaetier, the estimable and popular 
minister of Austria at Washington, went out 
of his way, from a friendly feeling, to inform 
Mr. Keiley that his appointment was not 
agreeable, and advised him to exchange it for 
some other post. Mr. Keiley had not the 
power to exercise that discretion, and he told 
the minister that he bad the right to go to 
Austria under the president’s commission, 
end he would take the risk of being an unwel- 
come agent of this government. 

Several causes have been named for the op- 
position to Mr. Keiley at Vienna. They are 
entirely personal, and have not been and will 
not be communicated to the department of 
state, which, under the existing conditions, 
will not seek to know officially what may be 
the objections. Mr. Keiley is unacceptable, 
and thatends the matter. He will doubtless 
retire to private life, instructed by an experi- 
ence that has given him an international 
prominence which he hardly ever expected to 
alten.

St, Louis Pays a Big Judgment,

Glover & Shipley and 
Noble & Orrickyhad arranged to receive the 
money from the ‘ity themselves and 
reserve $100, 000 for their fees, 
but by a shrewd move of Mr. 
Newman.the lawyers were checkmated and 
will now be compelled to take what the cor- 
poration considers a reasonable fee. Thissum 
will raise the dividends ofthe Savings asso 
ciation to $90 asbere..

A HUSBAND COMMITS SUICIDE ON 
HIS WIFB’sGRAVSE. 


An Incindiary Firein Which Several Persons Were 
Burned to Death—Murderers in Kentucky— 
A Victim of Opium Poisoning—Shot and 
Fatally Wounded- Other Crimes, 


CLEvELAND, July 1.—A_ disastrous fire oc- 
curred at number 347 and 351 Broadway this 
morning, at three o’clock, occupied by two 
families. Mr. Cohen, with his wife and four 
children, occupied the front room. Cohen 
jumped from the burning building, and his 
wife dropped the children on the bedding, she 
had thrown out, and in doing so was slightly 
burned. Mrs. Rosenberg, with her three 
girls, and Miss Rosa Meisel, occupied the 
rear part of the up stairs. She escaped with 
her fourteen year old daughter, while two 
younger children aged 11 and 9 years, and 
Miss Meisel perished in the flames. Mr. 
Trow,a traveling man, who boarded with 
Mrs. Rosenberg, jumped from his Window and 
had his arm broken, and face badly cut. He 
and Miss Meisel were to have been married 
next Sunday. The current belief of the citi- 
zeng and the fi.e department is that the fire 
was incendiary. This belief is all the more 
plausible from the fact that the stairways were 
nearly consumed when the fire was discoy-

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THE STRIKING HORSE CARS. 


Lively Times Among the ‘‘Critter’’

CHICAGO, July 1.—The west division of the 
etieet car company sent out three cars on its 
Madison street line early this morning, but 
the drivers were compelled to return to the 
barns. Fully one thousand strikers and citi- 
zens were assembled near the car barns, and 
when the cars came out they were met with a 
volley of bricks and stones, which shivered 
the window panes and did other damage to 
thecars. Several of the drivers and conauc- 
tors were struck by flying missiles. A dep. 
uty sheriff was on the platform of each car, 
and in the excitement one of the oflicers drew a 
revolver and threatened to fire but desisted. 
It is now stated that thecompany will en- 
deavor torun their cars under the protection 
of the city police and troubled is teared. 

At 11:30 o'clock, @ car with eight policemen 
and a reporter, as the sole passengers, started 
from the barn on Western avenue down town 
on Madison street track. The car got through 
without any difficulty, except occasional hoot- 
ings. Trouble was expected at Ha'stead street, 
but there was none. This car was followed by 
two others, also with police and deputy sheriifs. 
No passengers were taken. The cars wént 
over the route without molestation. On the 
return trip, however, the cars were met by a 
mob .ef four or five thousand, at Jefferson 
street. They followed the cars with hoots and 
yells to Union street. From there on to Hal- 
sted street, the scene was of the most riotous 
description. The crowd hurled beer 
barrels, bricks, stones and all 
goris of missiles at the cars, 
smashing the windows and nearly wrecking 
ihem. Several arrests were made, but the 
police were almost powerless to handle the 
mob. At Union street all sorts of obstructions 


were thrown on the track, and several 
leaders wore arreotod; and a strot Was nréd at 


one of the supposed leaders. Missiles were 
even thrown irom buildings on the street at 
thecars. The cara are moving along slowly, 
with a great crowd foliowing and uttering 
threats. Proceeding further west, an enor- 
mous crowd of threatening men had 
atsembled near Ann street, andthe air was 
filled with stones as thecars tried to make 
tfeir way through. The policemen were hit 
and injured, and thecars badly wrecked, re- 
sulting in their finally being thrown off the 
track and overturned near the sidewalk line. 
The authorities massed the entire reserve 
police force along Madison street, and made a 
number of arrests. The police have been 
patient, and with the exception of one shot 
fired, near the corner of Union street, revolv- 
ers have not been used. 

As the street carcompany has madeno tur- 
ther effort to start{the ears out,all is quiet about 
the barns. The principal thoroughfares lead- 
ing west, however, contain plenty of evidences 
that the strike is stillon. ‘Thetracks are kept 
warm by an endless.stream of express wagons 
and other vehicles, all loaded with 
passengers to their fullest capacity. Ihe ex- 

‘ress wagons are popular conveyances, each 
heens conspicuously labeled, “‘ten cents to 
Western avenue,” and their drivers confess to 
beipg coining money. At 11:30 o’clock there 
were no reports in circulation indicating any 
likelihood of achange in the situation before 
morning.

DEAD FROM OPIUM. 


A Strange Den Unearthed in New York 
City, 

New York, July 1.—An unknown man was 
found unconscious this morning in a house in 
Crosby street. Hewas renjoved to the hos- 
pital, where it was found that‘he was suiffer- 
ing from opium poisoning. He died about an 
hour atter his admission without recovering 
consciousness. In his clothes were found let- 
tere that were signed ‘‘Sam Davenport.” The 
room where tbe man was found bore evidences 
that it was or had been run as an opium joint. 
He was partially undressed, and lay on the 
bench. Some cards and letters, the 
latter signed “Sam Daven port,”’ 
were found on him, but nothing 
by which he could be identified. The room 
had been occupied by three Chinamen, and 
was full of people last night, and opium 
smoking was said by the tenants of the house 
to be in full blast. This morning the people 
went away, and the Chinese proprietors fled 
when they found that the stranger was dying. 
It is supposed they robbed him before they 
departed. ‘he police are endeavoring to un- 
ravel the mystery, but the only clew they 
have tothe dead man is the handkerchief 
found on him marked “A. B.”

Derperate Wretches Sentenced to the Death 
Peualty in Chicagu. 
CuicacagJuly 1.—Filopo Caruso’s murder- 
ers have been awarded the death penalty.

not guilty. The jury retired shortly after 
five o'clock, and found no difficulty in arriv- 
ing at a verdict, which they returned shortly 
aiter eight o’clock. Bore and Mercurio, hav- 
ing been intormed of their probable acquittal, 
awaited the return of the jurors with smiling 
faces. The others seemed stolid 
ard indifferent as to tne fate in 
store forthem. About 150 persons mostly Ital- 
isps, had remained in the court to hear the 
verdict. IJmmediateiy after it had been read, 
Bore and Mercurio, at signals from their coun- 
se], took seats to one side, and the interpreter 
then translated the’ verdict to the convicted 
men. They heard the words of the 
sentence without a movement of 
a musele, and accompanied the bailiff back 
to their cells apparently unmoved. The in- 
dictment against Bore and Mercurio was nolle 
prossequied, and the judge ordered them dis- 
charged. The trial lasted eight days, and 
excited unusual interest,owing to the horrible 
details of the crime, and the manner in which 
the murderers were discovered.

FEDERAL AID TO 


EDUCATION, 


The Alumni Address in the University of 
Virginia, 


CuHaRLoTrTE, Va., July 1.—The closing exer- 
cises of the University of Virginia took place 
today, and after the delivery of diplomas, the 
closing address before the society of the 
alumni was pronounced by Hon. Charles E. 
Stuart, of Alexander, Va., his subject being: 
‘‘Federal Aid to Free Schools.”’ He said: 

Federal aid to the free school systems of the 
states isasubject worthy of consideration, a liy- 
ing issue because, even now, congress is discuss- 
ing it vigorousiy, because it commands, not asks 
attention; non political because it is the one rock 
upon which all parties have split, and arouad 
whose base the discordant waves of party faction 
are still ragipg. The peopie tes 
tify their interest in it, but it 
comes home to the humblest citizen yearning 
for the gladsome light of education for himself or 
for hischildren. Assistanee to the free school 
systems of the states should come from the ted- 
eral government, because the need is general, and 
the taxes from whica fund 
is to be derived are as 
as the general government. It 
aid, not maintenance or interference with the 
1ightsand duties of the states, andaid only be- 
cause the word implies voluntary asistance upon 
the one part, but the right to rejectit, if hamper- 
<d with improper conditions upon the other 

art. Itis to be extended tothe free school sys- 

ems, because the educational systems of the 
states to be valuable must be open to all without 
money and without price, but it is to be extended 
to the free schoo) systems of the states, not to the 
general system, not toone controlled by the fed- 
eral government, but one in accordance with the 
policy of each state, directed by its own agents 
under laws framed by its Own legislators, subject 
to butone condition, free education to all men, 
without regard to race.”’

SYNOPSIS OF PAPER REFERRED TO. 

in his pamphlet entitled ‘‘Notes on Silver Car 
rency.’’ Mr. Pierrepont says the problem is how 
to acjust the two metals so that they wi } not part 
company. We must have an ounce dollar, 450 
grains. Letthe ounce dollar circulate through 
icgal tender notes issued on silver deposits, the 
same as legal tender Bank of England notes are 
issued on gold deposits. The experience of dota 
Evgland and France proves that tilver notes will 
not drive out gold. In England an ovcr issue ol 
gold notes did not In France 
$540,000, 000 legal does 
not drive out gold, Gold ig never 
banished by a ourrency ef equal vaiue 
in which the people have confidence. But to 
insist upon banishing silver from the currency or 
that the dollar of 412 grains be forced upon the 
people is equally imperious. In a growing country 
like this we must bave a currency larger than gold 
can furnish. The falling off of the gold prodact of 
the world affords little promise for new coinage in 
the future. A reduction of cur currency to 
000,000 of gold would break both the benkers and 
brokers in New York, and enable those in the 
combination to realize large fortunes by purchas- 
ing depressed securities. Forcing gold currency 
upon the country would precipitate a 
fearful financial crisis. The Dorsheimer bill pro- 
peses a proper adjustment. Every silver note 
would be secured bya silver deposit. No one 
wonld be forced to receive silver coin ora note, 
Gold could goto Europe to pay balancesand no 
one would be disturbed by it. Under this bill the 
coinege o1 silver would be free, and as the largest 
silver- producing country in the world, our people 
ere direetly interested in keeping up 
the value ol silver. Mr. Pierrepont 
argues that in an expansive country like ours a 
contracted curreney will not meet the demands 
of business. We need a large volume of currency 
wellsecured. The notes issued on silver deposits 
would meet all the neces aeary requirements.

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SOUTH AMEBRIC AN TRADE. 


Cemmerctal Qommisson Reports to 
Washington. 

Wasuinctoy, July 1.—The commis- 
sion appointed by the president to 
yisit tbe South American countries in 
the interest of the commerce of the United 
Stetes, has reported under date of April 25th, 
to the [department of state, the result of of its 
observations while at Lima, Peru. In a com- 
munication to the secretary of state, accom- 
pavying the report, the commission says: 

The political situation in Peru is not such as to 
make a mission like that upon which we have tae 
honor to come, either satisfactory or conclusive, 
but we are gratified to beable to report a cordial 
reception irom the provisional government and 
from the people, notwithstanding the fact that 
they feel somewhat aggrieved at the failure of the 
United States to exercise its good offices for their 
benefit during the recent war with Chili. 

This delicate subject was not alluded to official- 
Fp. our visit, butin private conversation 
the com plications of three and four years azo 
were spoken of in sucha manner as to leave the 
impression that our government, in their opin- 
ion, did Peru more injury than good. However, 
there is still a most friendly sentiment, which has 
been stimulated by the attitude of Mintster 
Phelps, and the desire to secure more intimate 
international and commercial relations between 
the two countries. People privately talk of 
annexation to the United Ststes. The newspapers 
epenly advocate a protectorate over Peru by our 
government as the best mode of securing internal 
peace, and there have been many other sugges- 
tions advanced in the same spirit. Ourcommerce 
with thiscountry has dwindled down to almost 
nothing in comparison with its former magni- 
tude. This is accounted for by the enormous de- 
crease in the purchasing power of Peru, and by 
the factthat the steamship company which en- 
joys the monopoly on the west coast of South 
America, uses its influence and regulates iis 
freight tarifls FO as direct 
trade to England, It opinion 
of every merchant in Peru, of the 
mem bers of the governgent, that these conditions 
cannot be changed until there is direct commuui- 
cation by steam between the ports of this country 
and those of the United States. It is said to be 
cheaper to ship goods from New York by way of 
Liverpool and Hamburg, around tbe horn to 
Uallao, then by way of the isthmus, while 4 
passenger pays $375 American gold for tranusporta- 
tion from 1 ‘ew York to Valparaiso. 

After describing the tormal reception of a 
commission by the Peruvian gov ernment, t th 
commubnication proceeds: 

The permanency of the present government is 
probable, but pot assured. Caceres has c mtrol of 
the southern provinces of the republic, and is 
marching toward Lima withan army of seven or 
eight thousand men.

So far their peace negotiations have not met with 
success, and now there are indications of a move- 
ment to accomplish by a coup d’etat what diplo 
mecy bas failedto do. Caceres will not retire in 
favor of Iglesias, Itis though he might be will 
ing to yield to Pie rola, and when he 
and his army have approached near enough 
to Limato makesuch a movement effective, itis 
said Pierola’s party will give Iglesias an oppor- 
tunity to choose between Pierola and Caceres 
and that then terms can be made with both the 
government's party and the revolutionists for the 
place, With Pierola as dictator until a constitu 
tional president can be elected.

dictments Found by the State Courts 
There is about to bea shaking up in the 
federal court over the cases againstthe dep- 
uty marshals and collectors, who are charged 
With violotions of the stete laws. There are 
about thirty of these cases that have been 
remoyed from the state courts tothe federal 
court. Atthe beginning of the term Mr. 
Gober, the solicitor general of the Blue Ridge 
circuit, came te Atlanta and urged the court 
to set the cases 580 gent officers of 
the state might appear and prosecute 
the oflenders. Judge Speer Baan assigned 
the cases and they willcome up trom now on 
until the 16th. Mr. Gober is the only solici 
tor general who has appeared for the purpose 
of discharging the duty imposed upon him in 
this matier. Some ofthe cases are from the 
Coweta circuit, some from the Rome circuit, 
others from the Western circuit and still others 
from the Northern circuit. The result of all 
this will be that when the cases come up the 
partics will be acquitted for want 
of proper prosecution, Judge 
Speer bas passed an order authortzing the so- 
licitor general, who appear to have the same 
rights as the district attorney has, namely, to 
issue subpenas and compel the attendance of 
witnesses who are to be paid by the govern- 
ment. This rule does not apply to any substi- 
tutee that the solicitors may send. This isa 
matterthat the solicitor general might look 
into. Under the law the district attorney is 
required to‘defend these priconers. They are 
charged with assaults to murder, carryiag con- 
cealed weapons, @ ete.
